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THE WORK OF OUR MISSIONARY BISHOPS. 


Evzry year, at the Meeting of the Board of Missions, our Missionary 
Bishops report to the Church the progress of their work and the condi- 
tion of their several fields. These Reports are full of interest, and we 
hope the extracts we present from them, now and hereafter, will meet 
with the careful attention of our readers. 

Bishop Clarkson writes as follows about 


DAKOTA TERRITORY. 


In Dakota, the advance of the Church, in all respects, has been satis- 
factory, even if not absolutely large. All important points are occupied, 
and Services have been commenced in new places during the year. The 
release of Dr. Hoyt from his parochial duties at Yankton, has enabled him 
to give his entire time to itinerating. This he has done with great sys- 
tem, regularity and promptness, covering a large area and many Stations, 
and with an amount of travel and labor truly astonishing. The result of 
his year’s work in this ministry at large is very gratifying. The number 
of Confirmations in the Territory has been double that of any previous 
year. Three new churches have been commenced, one at Turner, the 
Church of the Good Samaritan, a memorial of the Christian merchant- 
prince, Robert B. Minturn, of blessed memory ; one at Fire Steel, through 
the generous help of a Churchman of the State of New York, and one at 
Scotland, on the James River. The latter two are stone edifices, and 
under the charge of the faithful Missionary, the Rey. John Morris. In 
neither of these three towns is there any other church edifice of any kind, 
and at Fire Steel and at Turner, nearly all the population are either con- 
nected with or decidedly favorable to our Church. These three churches 
will all be ready for worship at my next visitation. 

At Swan Lake, where Dr. Hoyt visits once a month, the church build- 
ing, erected several years ago, has just been enlarged to double its for- 
mer capacity, and greatly improved in other respects. 

The Rev. Mr. Fowler has removed his residence, by my advice, to Elk 
Point ; and ministers to the little flock there, and at Vermillion. We haye 
small churches in both of these towns, situated on the Dakota Southern 
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Railroad fifteen miles apart, The very efficient work done by the Rev 
Mr. Fowler, in the Sioux Valley, which he has travelled through for three 
years, teaching and preaching the Kingdom of Gop, is a guarantee that 
Elk Point and Vermillion will be greatly benefitted by his labors. At 
both of those places, Confirmation has been administered this fall; and at 
both, the prospects of the Church are better than they have ever been. 

For the towns in the Sioux Valley, where Mr. Fowler has so faithfully 
ministered, we have secured the services of the Rev. Mr. Huntington, of 
Wisconsin. These towns are Eden, Fairview, Canton and Sioux Falls, 
making together a parish fifty miles long. At Sioux Falls we have a 
lovely church, the memorial of a dear Christian maiden, now in the Para- 
dise of Gop. At Canton, Fairview and Eden we ought soon to have lit- 
tle churches to shelter and feed the increasing flocks. Five hundred dol- 
lars of outside aid, with what the people can do, will build a neat and 
suitable church at each of these points. At Fairview and Eden there are 
no church edifices yet of any sort, and at each of the places the large 
majority of the people attend our Services, and prefer them. 

At Yankton, the capital of the Territory and its chief town, the work 
of the Church is vigorously prosecuted by the earnest young Rector, Rev. 
Gilbert Higgs, who has been advanced to the Priesthood during the last 
year. If devotion to duty, untiring labor, and loving zeal on the part of 
its Minister can build up and strengthen a parish, then Christ Church, 
Yankton, must soon become strong. 

In the northern part of the Territory, along the line of the North 
Pacific Railroad, lies the work of Rev. Richard Wainwright, including 
Fargo, where he resides, Jamestown, Bismarck, Fort Totten and Grand 
Forks, on the Red River. He is constantly travelling from place to 
place, preaching the blessed Gospel of Gop, and is indeed an Evangelist 
in the best sense of the word. By his exertions, a comfortable church has 
been nearly completed at Fargo, and a comfortable parsonage erected. 
At Bismarck and Grand Forks we must soon have little chapels. Mr. 
Wainwright travels four hundred miles every month in visiting his Sta- 
tions. No one could more faithfully or diligently perform the laborious 
duty of an itinerant Missionary ; and Gop has blessed his work in many 
ways, and chiefly by enriching him with the unbounded respect and con- 
fidence of all the people of his extended Jurisdiction. 

In Dakota now there are six churches and chapels built, and three 
building, six Clergy at work, and about two hundred communicants. 
The population of the Territory, not including Indians, is, perhaps, about 
fifty thousand. During the past year two Priests have been ordained, 
and thirty-two persons have been confirmed. 

The Missionary Bishop needs special aid to enable him to add to the 
very small stipend of some of the Missionaries. He has pledged this aid 
to these faithful men, and he asks the Church to enable him to fulfil this 
needful pledge. 
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To all who have helped us to erect these wayside chapels in “ the 
beautiful land,” and to comfort and sustain the laborious Missionaries in 
their manifold duties and long journeyings for the Master’s sake, we 
return our grateful acknowledgments. 

May the Lorp bless and reward them, and keep us all faithful t 
the end. . 


Bishop Spalding begins in this way his story of work in 
COLORADO AND WYOMING. 


In presenting my Third Annual Report I would first express my pro- 
found gratitude for the Divine Blessing upon the laborers in this field 
during the past year. I would recognize next our obligations to the 
many friends of Missions, who, by their prayers and gifts, have rendered 
us substantial and necessary assistance. In many respects it has been the 
hardest year we have yet known. The prevailing business depression 
and scarcity of money, have affected us most seriously in this new coun- 
try. These evils have been intensified by local circumstances, and 
especially by the plague of locusts, now for the third year repeated. 
The poverty of most of our people, and the unsettled feeling and frequent 
removals in consequence, are great hindrances to successful work. Still, 
the year has been the best thus far in the history of the Jurisdiction. 
Financially, we are in no worse a condition than a year ago. Spiritually, 
by Gon’s blessing upon the faithful labors of the Clergy and other helpers, 
we have made steady and healthful progress. The number confirmed 
has been more than one hundred and thirty per cent. greater than the pre- 
vious year. The number baptized and added to the Communion, and the 
offerings at home for the support of the Church, and’her Missionary oper- 
ations, show an increase of life and strength. The Church schools have 
greatly improved, and are nowin a far healthier condition than ever, and 
their prospects are quite as good as could be expected in such times as 
these. Though we have been compelled to leave many things undone 
that ought to have been done, though the field is enlarging faster than 
we can occupy it, and many opportunities of extending the Church which 
we cannot improve without large increase of help earnestly solicit our 
efforts, yet we are full of hope for the future of the Jurisdiction. At 
times the burden of care and anxiety, as to the means of meeting pressing 
obligations and urgent and just claims for help, has seemed too heavy to 
bear ; yet, on a dispassionate view, the encouragements are far greater 
than the discouragements, and we “thank Gop and take courage,” for 
we believe that He, Whose are the means in His people’s hands, will stir 
up their hearts to give, so that His work shall not materially suffer. 


After writing at length about the different Mission Stations of his 
Jurisdiction, the Bishop goes on to give some account of his Church 


Schools for girls and boys. 
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WOLFE HALL 
is a most vital part of our Missionary work in Denver. It is gratifying 
to be able to say that our hopes for this school, entertained a year ago, 
have been more than realized. Under the present corps of seven teachers, 
it has attained a high reputation, and the number of pupils in attendance 
at the opening of the present term give good promise for the future. 
The gift of one thousand dollars by Miss Catherine L. Wolfe, who, in 
1874, contributed the entire cost of the east wing of the building, has 
enabled us to pay for furniture three hundred dollars, and to make greatly 
needed repairs at a cost of seven hundred dollars. With this timely aid, 
and that received for gratuitous education, the school has been selt-sup- 
porting. Its only debt is five hundred dollars still due to a former Prin- 
cipal. But such an Institution has many and constantly recurring wants, 
which can ordinarily be supplied only by the aid of friends of Christian 
education. We must, if possible, cover the entire building (and the 
Episcopal residence also) with a tin roof. Standard books of History and 
Literature should be added to our meagre library. Help to educate free 
pupils is always a desideratum. But above all an endowment fund, the 
income of which would support the Principal and one teacher, is quite 
essential to the permanent prosperity of the Institution. 

The Bishop, when in town, usually officiates at Morning Prayer. The 
Rev. Charles N. Allen is the Chaplain. The Christian and Church tone 
among teachers and pupils is all that could be expected, and almost all 
that could be desired. The improvement in this respect has been very 
marked. 

' JARVIS HALL, 
at Golden, has three thoroughly competent teachers, who are devoting 
themselves to their work with a degree of zeal and self-denial beyond all 
praise. The students who have attended have made great progress. 
Nearly all who for the last two years have enjoyed the advantage of the 
school have been abundantly satisfied. Every pains is taken to make the 
discipline effective. The influences surrounding the pupils are homelike, 
Christian and Churchly. But it takes some time to make the improved 
character of the school, situated as it is, known and felt throughout the 
Missionary district, and, to give it the reputation it so richly deserves. 
The patronage is not yet sufficient to put it on a sound financial basis. 
The endowment, consisting of real estate, is entirely unproductive. The 
location is as good as any outside of Denver, and it seems idle to think 
of changing it, as this would involve a forfeiture of the property, the site 
having been accepted, unfortunately, with a reversion on non-use for 
school purposes. If we can have help such as we ought to have, during 
these times of financial stringency, when few can send their boys, while 
the public schools, which are “ good enough for boys,” cost them nothing ; 
if we can tide over the present difficulties, and, in the meantime, get the 
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means to introduce such improvements as are indispensable, it is believed 
that we can ultimately make Jarvis Hall a great and strong Institution. 
To build up such a school is certainly as good and as essentially Mission- 
ary work as any can be, and will tell for the Church as much as any in 
the end. 

We have ventured to take one more free scholar, the son of one of 
our Clergy, in the faith and hope that some kind friend, or friends, will 
send us three hundred dollars to support him for the year. We have in 
the school two Postulants, whose expenses I provide with such funds as 
are sent me for this purpose. 

If it would not be out of place, I would venture a word of caution to 
any who contemplate the establishment of Church schools in new coun- 
tries. Let them not be in haste. Let them take full time for counsel 
and deliberation as to the best location and plans that will be economical. 
Let them build slowly and leave room for future enlargement with 
growth. Nothing is more desirable than such schools. Nothing will 
give the Church more influence for good. But let their building be 
done in such a way that they will not entail a weight of care upon those 
on whom their management shall fall, that will crush them down to the 
earth with the burden. 


The Report closes with a list of 
WANTS. 


We shall be called upon and we ought soon to build, at least eight 
churches. Besides the three that are projected, and in part provided 
with building funds, at Boulder, Corona and Morrison, we should build 
at Alma, Manitou, Trinidad, Del Norte, Lake City and Silverton. Small, 
plain churches will answer at first. Five hundred dollars given for each 
will, in most cases, accomplish the object. 

It is almost, if not quite, as necessary to have rectories as churches, 
for they enable us to secure, to support, and to keep more permanently 
our Clergy. We have now but four. They are very much needed for 
Greeley, Fort Collins, Boulder, Georgetown, Colorado Springs, Cafion 
City, Trinidad and, indeed, every other place which is to be the centre 
of a Missionary’s work. The amount of aid required to build a church 
will generally secure the erection of a parsonage. 

But our most pressing want is 

MORE MISSIONARIES. 


To secure these, we should have a considerable increase in the sum ap- 
propriated by the Domestic Committee. There is a field for the Church 
entirely outside that known three years ago, stretching from La Veta at 
the foot of the Spanish Peaks westward to Utah, and from Alma at the 
base of Mounts Bross and Lincoln southwesterly to the borders of New 
Mexico and Arizona, large enough, and important enough, even now, to 
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give full employment to a Bishop and an active working force of Clergy. 
Three thousand five hundred dollars falls short by more than fifteen hun- 
dred dollars, of giving adequate stipends to our present Missionaries ; and 
three of our older Missions are now vacant. Some of these older Missions 
are somewhat disappointing. They grow slowly, like Missions similarly 
situated at the East, many of which have been aided many times as long 
as these. The main difficulty at present is, that in the smaller agricul- 
tural and trading towns, there is no money, to speak of, in circulation. 
But better times will come. No one, knowing the people of these Missions, 
would say that they should be left unsupplied and uncared for. But 
how are we to carry on the work in the older fields, and also im- 
prove our opportunities as we ought in the new? We cannot do this 
without a large incease of assistance. I appreciate fully the embarrass- 
ments of our noble-hearted Secretary and General Agent, and the Domes- 
tic Committee, who would gladly do for us much more than heretofore, but 
who rightly feel that they cannot appropriate what they do not receive. 
But this great and rich Church of ours ought not to leave them without 
ample means to do all the work which the Church has undertaken, and 
to which she stands pledged. But if, through the failure of our people 
to give as Gop hath prospered them, the Church cannot do all that ought 
to be done, it is the dictate of practical wisdom to do most where the re- 
sults will be greatest. Having worked asa Missionary at the Hast as 
well as in the West, and knowing by experience what can be done there, 
and what can be done here with equal means, my conviction is decided, 
that it would be wise to do more proportionately for the West. So, I am 
fully persuaded, will the cause of the whole Church be best promoted. 


Bishop Tuttle gives us a full account of what is being done in 
UTAH. 


I feel deeply the responsibilities resting upon me here. Missionary work 
must be pushedon. But the supply of local help is, for obvious reasons, in- 
adequate. We areas in a foreign country, and our resources for sustenta- 
tion must largely come from abroad. And in these times, when the 
Church purses of even the most benevolent are sadly empty, supplies 
grow small and I am forced to resort to borrowed rations. This year I 
have been compelled to pay interest, as never before, to keep all my obli- 
gations to Clergymen and teachers met. And this responsibility I do not 
willingly carry. Yet it would not be right to make other than grateful 
acknowledgment of the constant and large gifts that, spite of financial 
straits, I have received from friends and helpers at the East. 

To be sure, where last year $25,042.74 were sent me, this year the 
sum is only $12,571.69—a very little more than half. Yet this half, by 
Gop’s blessing, has gone so far as to keep all our Missionary operations 
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in forward movement, and to save us, at least, from that kind of debt 
which engulfs. ’ 

My permanent debt is now ten thousand dollars—five hundred dol- 
lars more, I am sorry to say, than last year. The interest-bearing part of 
it is six thousand dollars. Eight thousand dollars are due upon St. Mark’s 
School-house, and two thousand upon St. Mark’s Rectory. The money 
which I had, in previous years, laid by and invested to meet the latter debt 
I have been compelled to callin and use. The school-house debt is due 
now, though an extension is granted to me. Of the rectory debt one 
thousand dollars are due in 1877, and one thousand in 1879. 

It is not pleasant to tell out the tale of these obligations. But I think, 
under the circumstances, I was in the way of duty in incurring them. 
And I hope I am in the way of duty still in managing to carry them with- 
out stopping any of our work. And it cheers me to say my thanks to 
good friends and Christian givers, hosts of them, for their steadfast sup- 
port, enabling me to keep on. 

Another responsibility weighs. Brigham Young is seventy-five years 
old. The rule over the Mormans must fall from his hands ere long. The 
laws of human nature bid me expect quarrels among the leaders after his 
death. Circumstances with which I am familiar, make the conviction 
sure that existing processes of disintegration will be quickened at his de- 
parture. And there seems to be no second Brigham Young to come after, 
like him, in powerful will and personal magnetism. And again, even 
were there such a second, the fervency of fanaticism has diminished ; 
wealth accumulated by individuals has bred independence ; the spread of 
intelligence has weakened superstition, and the youth of both sexes are 
largely lukewarm where not apostate ; and so, with these mighty new 
influences against him, the successor of Brigham Young must needs have 
greater capacity than his predecessor, if he is to keep this people to- 
gether. 

If I forecast aright, we are none too soon on the ground with our schools 
and churches. Men’s minds and souls in this Territory will be as rudder- 
less ships on a disrupted sea. And it will be the duty of civilization and 
humanity, as well as the glory of the Church, to provide near by for them 
the anchors of truth, and havens of peace that Christianity. proffers. 

What troubles me is this: that, although we have four schools and 
three churches in Utah, and, in the former, six hundred pupils, yet we 
ought to have many more, at Provo, Fillmore, Beaver, Grantsville, Plain 
City and all the larger Mormon towns, as centres of refuge for the poor, 
stricken, shepherdless people and children, by and by. 

But I would not have all my utterances desponding. It gives me joy 
to say that the Sunday-schools of the land have steadfastly stood by us, 
and that, with their help and that of others, through gifts of annual Schol- 
arships of $40, we have not lost a teacher from our school work, nor a 
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day from our school calendar, and that in numbers, and standard of 
advancement, the Utah schools rank this year higher than ever. 

Of St. Mark’s Schools, Salt Lake City, the Rev. G. D. B. Miller is 
Head Master. His whole heart is in the work, and it were unfit for me 
to say all the praise I could, touching the way he does it. The schools so 
grow upon his hands that he has been compelled, at an expense of $500, 
to finish off another room, for occupancy by the pupils, in the second story 
of our school building. . 

From Ogden, the Rev. Mr. Gillogly thinks of starting a school and 
Mission in Plain City, an adjoining town, entirely Mormon, but where 
many, wearied and sick of their delusion, are asking him to come to guide 
and help them. If he can get $800 for the purpose, Mr. Gillogly means 
to build a school house, open a school and hold regular Church Services 
there. Gop speed the work and workers and givers with His blessing. 

From St. John’s School, Logan, Rev. Mr. Stoy sends one boy to Trinity 
College this fall, and one to Nashotah. Both are Mormon born, and the 
former has never before been out of Utah. But both are postulants of 
this Missionary district. Under discouraging circumstances, and ‘in the 
midst of a fanatical Mormon community, Mr. Stoy steadily prosecutes his 
work. He has secured and paid for a corner lot, eighteen rods square, in 
the heart of the town for the future St. John’s Church, Mission-house and 
School. 

St. Mark’s Hospital, Salt Lake City, under the Rev. Mr. Kirby’s 
admirable superintendence, is a grand success. He has moved it out of 
the old adobe structure into a hired new brick building excellently adapted 
for the purpose. Last year two hundred and twenty-six patients were 
cared for, and $7,313.10 were raised for meeting the expenses. I could 
say much about the wise way in which the Hospital is conducted, and the 
noble self-helpfulness it aims at. I wish Church visitors from the East 
would call to see with their own eyes what a beneficent institution, 
commanding the confidence of all the Territory, it is growing to be. The 
Rev. H. H. Prout is the excellent Assistant-Superintendent and House 
Manager. Mr. Prout also conducts a school on the Hospital grounds, and 
gives Missionary care to the Chapel of the Good Samaritan, Corime. 

At Ogden, Mr. Chas. G. Davis continues the Principal of the School 
of the Good Shepherd. And his interest in his work, and his competency 
for it, and his energy in doing it, are not exceeded by any. 

Mr. B. F. Willcox remains in charge of St. John’s School, Logan. 

I have spent more than one thousand dollars for the education of Can- 
didates for the Ministry. Of these, one is in the General Theological 
Seminary, two in Trinity College, and two in St. John’s School, Logan. 
Another Postulant in St. Mark’s School, Salt Lake City, is kindly cared 
for by the Rev. Mr. Kirby. 

And two hundred and twenty-five dollars, generously given me by a 
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gentleman of Pittsburg, have been used for the expenses, at a good Church. 
School, of two daughters of one of my faithful Missionaries. I believe, 
and I hope that others will think me right in believing, that such expenses 
are properly allowed out of my trust funds. 

I am in the midst of my tenth year of frontier service. I know the 
many defects in the web and woof of the work that Gop has allowed me 
to do. He knows the fightings without, and the fears and weaknesses 
within, that have filled my life. Personally I say, “Gop be merciful to 
me a sinner.” Officially I have tried to do duty. But the doing would 
have availed little for the Church without the help of others. Present 
results could not have been accomplished had not the giving Missionaries 
been steadfast and generous in standing by us working Missionaries. 

For the sake of all the workers in all fields I plead again with the 
givers: “Leave us not nor forsake us. Do not forget us. From the 
human standpoint, only by your and our working untiringly together can 
we accomplish what we ought for The Kingdom. If we desert you, you 
are without hands and tongues for your extending of the blessings of 
Curist’s Gospel to all the regions of the earth. If you desert us we are 
an army in the field, without a commissariat, and how can we keep fit for 
duty ? Gop in mercy and love guide you and us, side by side, in ways 
acceptable before Him for the Saviour’s sake !” 


AN OPEN LETTER FROM BISHOP CLARKSON ON THE 
PROPOSED FINANCIAL SYSTEM. 


Omana, January 1, 1877. 


My pear Dr. Twrxe: Your reply to Bishop Huntington’s letter is, 
in my judgment, one of the wisest Missionary documents of our day. 
The plan therein set forth is not only the true one, but I believe it also 
to be entirely feasible. Zhe Unification of all the General Charities of 
the Church, as to their management and their sustentation, is a scheme 
that is both wise and practical. It would seem that 560,000 individuals 
can be found among all the baptized men, women and children in the 
Church, who would give five cents a week for the combined work of the 
Church. This would give us, in round numbers, a million and a half 
annually for the support of Missionaries, the building of churches in new 
Territories, the education of young men for the Ministry, etc., etc. Such 
a sum, judiciously distributed, would give us all that we need at present ; 
and as the number of our communicants and baptized members increase, 
the sum would increase. 

There are two questions that present themselves in the consideration 
of this scheme—First, Is the Church ready for the unification of all its

general Missionary and Church extension operations? Second, How 
shall we reach the 560,000 individuals and induce them to enlist in the 
great army of Helpers ? 

In reply to the first question, I can only say that it has appeared to 
me for several years past that the sentiment of our most thoughtful men 
and women has gradually been gathering around the idea, of more unity 
and less machinery in our Missionary and charitable work. There can 
be no doubt of this fact, that our General Convention could constitute a 
single comprehensive Committee that would have the unlimited confidence 
of the whole Church, and that would be able and willing to manage ai/ 
us progressive work. This granted, why then should “ Unification ” not 
be an unalloyed blessing ? 

_ You have in your admirable letter set forth so forcibly the disadvan- 
tages and humiliations of the “scattering ” process, that I need not waste 
any words on that point. I think that we are all so thoroughly con- 
vinced of the unfrugality of our present multiform system of Christian 
beneficence, that we are quite ready to adopt the better way that you 
and Bishop Huntington have pointed out. 

- But the main question is—“How are we to reach the 560,000, persuade 
them of their duty, and keep them up to it, year after year? The num- 
ber “560,000 ” appears to have been reached by doubling the number of 
our communicants. It would be hard to determine whether the aggre- 
gate number of givers to all our Church charities, throughout the land, 
in any one year, reaches 560,000. Probably not. But this “unified ” and 
systematic scheme would, properly presented, reach and interest many 
who are not now regular givers. Jf every Bishop would engage, through 
Diocesan agencies, to find in his Disocese double as many givers as there 
are communicants, the thing would be accomplished. This is the only way 
that it can be accomplished. It would hardly become a Bishop of one of 
the newest and least populous Dioceses to be foremost in making a pledge 
of this kind. Yet it would be as difficult for Nebraska to find: her 2,000 
givers, as for New York to find her 60,000 ; but we could do it, and 
would do it, if the scheme were universally accepted and acted upon. 

I hope that you will keep your plan clearly and constantly before the 
Church until the Meeting of the next General Convention. It only needs 
to be thoroughly explained and widely disseminated to insure its accept- 
ance. If our people could only be brought to see that it is their duty to 
lay by, weekly or monthly, a certain portion of the goods wherewith the 
Lorp hath blessed them, for His Church and cause, we would have no 
difficulty in maintaining all our Missions and charities. 

Your plan inculcates and emphasises this duty, and therefore it is 
the right plan. However, as I have before said, it can only be carried 
out by each Bishop and Diocese assuming their share of the work. The 

ventral Board and Office in New York cannot do the whole work of your 
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plan. There must be in each Diocese a local board that will make itself 
responsible for the carrying out of the plan in that particular Diocese. 
This local board will supply all the information, keep all the list of givers, 
look after their payments, be adding to their numbers, etc., etc., of its own 
particular Diocese. And so also the Diocesan work could still further 
be lightened by sub-division into Convovations and Counties and even 
Parishes. We should indeed then feel that “we were members one of 
another,” united in a common object, and laboring for one great purpose.

CONCERNING SPECIALS. 


THERE exist, in many minds, not only confused ideas regarding the 
relations of what are known as Specials to the General work, which it 
is one of the chief functions of the Domestic Committee to provide for ; 
but also wholly erroneous ideas as to the attitude of the Committee 
towards this class of offerings. 

According to rules long in force at these headquarters, special con- 
tributions to a particular portion of the field—for instance, to Kansas, 
Nebraska, or Minnesota—are regarded as intended to be used in paying 
the stipends of Missionaries serving in the Jurisdiction named, and the 
special designation as only meaning that, whatever else may fail, such 
contributions must take the direction indicated. To illustrate: A good 
man sends $5000 for Kansas, to which Diocese is annually appropriated a 
certain portion of the money contributed by the General Church for car- 
rying on the Mission work over the whole home field. Now the Com- 
mittee might find themselves, through lack of interest in those from whom 
the supplies must come, or from other causes, unable to meet their 
pledges to Colorado or Oregon, or to all the other Jurisdictions, but the 
work in Kansas would have to be aided as long as the $5000 should last. 
This class of Specials are directly helpful to the Committee, and are 
always thankfully received. 

But there is another class of these designated contributions that has 
been and must be regulated by another rule. A good man sends $5000 for 
Bishop Vail, which he may have simply intended for Kansas ; but Bishop 
Vail’s name being attached to the gift, takes it wholly out of the hands 
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of the Committee in the matter of redeeming their pledges, and to 
Bishop Vail it must go, as so much over and above what has been already 
promised to him for the support of his Missionaries. 

It has been supposed that there exists in the mind of the Committee, 
and in a more marked degree in the mind of their Secretary and General 
Agent, a decided and stubborn hostility to this class of Spectals. Within 
certain limits there is truth in this supposition, and within certain other 
limits there is no truth in it at all. 

The Committee have an exceedingly difficult and heavy task laid 
upon them, that of collecting and disbursing funds equal to the entire 
salaries and travelling expenses of nine Missionary Bishops, and to so 
much of the support of more than two hundred other Missionaries that 
probably not one in twenty of them could remain at his post for three 
months if it should be withdrawn. This being the condition of things, it 
would seem to be obviously the first duty of Churchmen, desirous of aid- 
ing our Mission work, to see that the amount for the purposes here men- 
tioned is supplied. This done, all feeling of hostility in the matter of 
Specials is superseded, as it ought to be, by joy and thankfulness that 
Gon’s children are moved to do what in them lies for the upbuilding of 
His Kingdom. 

Both the givers and receivers of this second class of Specials seem 
to be influenced by the assumption that, somehow or other, the Domestic 
Committee will be sure to meet their pledges, and that anything any 
Bishop can get, over and above, will be so much clear gain to his work. 
The present condition of thinys, however, shows most conclusively that 
whatever may have been done in the past towards, giving weight to this 
assumption, it will hardly answer to proceed upon it any longer. 

The whole business is taking the form of a very simple question, 
which, simple though it be, is one of very vital and far-reaching sig- 
nificance :—Shall the noble workers in the broad field continue to have 
the comforting and strengthening assurance that they are jirst kindly 
and lovingly remembered by the regular and stated gifts the Chnrch 
sends them through the hands of the Committee for their support ; or 
shall the Committee give up in despair the task of thus providing for 


them, and leave them entirely hereafter to the special contributions of 
their brethren ?

INDIAN COMMISSION. 


A MISSIONARY TRIP TO RED LAKE, MINNESOTA. 


LETTER FROM THE REY. J. A. GILFILLAN. 
WuirE Earru, Miny., December 28, 1876. 


Rey. AND DEAR BrotHeR: There are some things about the Mission 
here, of which I would like to inform you, and first about a 


MISSIONARY TRIP TO THE WILD HEATHEN CHIPPEWAS OF RED LAKE. 


Last Fall our Christian Indians here conceived the idea of going 
themselves to speak to the poor heathen of Red Lake about their souls, 
to advise them to give up their Grand Medicine religion, and become 
Christians. They said they pitied them, for they had only lately been 
living in that way themselves, and they knew the darkness and the misery 
of it, and they wanted to do what they could to save them. It shows 
the hold religion has taken of our Indians, that they would think of 
becoming preachers themselves to the heathen ; that they would organize 
an expedition themselves and leave their farms and their business to 
carry it out. So after obtaining the Bishop’s consent to go and talk with 
the Red Lake Indians, we organized an expedition in the latter half of 
October and left. 

Red Lake is a large and beautiful sheet of water, eighty miles north- 
west of us in the wilderness, lying not far from the British possessions. 
It looks like the ocean and is filled with an inexhaustible supply of the 
finest white fish. I once heard a U.S. Indian Inspector, who in pursuit 
of his business had travelled over every part of the United States, say 
that it was the finest Lake he had ever seen. Around its shores live the 
Red Lake Band of Chippewas, twelve hundred in number. They are 
like those we read of in Scripture who were “ far from the Sidonians and 
had no business with any man.” They are eighty miles away from any 
human beings, from Church or Missionary. ‘They live, as they themselves 
express it, off in a little island—figuratively speaking—of their own ; a 
little community cut off from the rest of the world. And yet this isolated 
state affords peculiar advantages for the reception of the truth. They 
have never been brought much in contact, as have the other Chippewas, 
with the whites and their vices, and consequently their moral standard is 
much higher. They have never been degraded by long and intimate 
association with lumbermen and soldiers and with the scum of the white 
race which rides on the crest of the first wave of civilization, as have their 
brother Chippewas. Their isolated position has fortunately shielded 
them from that. Whiskey and disease and the vices which our race has 
industriously taught so many others, have not done their work among 
them. They have never lived in the very fire, as one of themselves 
(unconsciously using Gop’s words to describe the same thing) expressed 
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it, ground between the upper and the nether millstone of frontier whiskey 
sellers, lumbermen and soldiers. Consequently every one says the Red 
Lake Indians are the best of all the Chippewas. 

Our party was composed of The Little Pelican, our leader ; the best 
speaker of our Christian Indian Chiefs, Wendji-madub ; the Rev. Fred 
Smith, Indian Deacon ; three of our Indian young men, Candidates for 
Holy Orders ; the Indian teamster and myself. It was the Indians’ own 
idea and suggestion to begin our journey by a celebration of the Holy 
Communion in the church on the Sunday before we started, and thus to 
implore Gon’s blessing on what we were about to undertake. Soon a 
bright October day we left. We had a wagon to carry our blankets and 
provision and such of us as wished to ride, but most of us walked nearly 
all the way. Our road lay through the virgin forest for eighty miles. 
The scenery was beautiful. The dark green pines, mingled with the 
bright red maple and the different autumnal tints, made a constant 
panorama of beauty. Our journey occupied three days, and it was a joy 
every minute. We had one gun, and one of the students always carried 
it in front, and shot partridges, ducks and rabbits, as many as we could 
use. It seemed a pity to kill the pretty partridges perched on the pines 
by the roadside, innocently looking down upon our procession ; but appe- 
tite prevailed over sentiment. We stopped always at noon, made a fire, 
and cooked the game we had killed. When dark came we made camp 
for the night, built a big fire, cooked our evening meal, and ate it with 
hunters’ appetites ; then lay round the fire looking at the bright blazing 
logs, till bed-time. We had more real enjoyment than we could have 
had in the most luxurious hotel. Indians are very social and very fond 
of bandying jests with each other, and from supper time till bed-time 
there was a perfect fusilade of jests and drollery, mingled with hearty 
bursts of laughter. The Little Pelican joined in to increase the hilarity, 
and related for us the droll exploits of Wawenabojo, a fictitious demi-god, 
whose sayings and doings, sometimes very wise and sometimes very 
absurd, form the great Homeric poem of their race. It takes a whole 
winter to recite it all, and so attractive is it that even a child of six years, 
hearing it, will recite all he has heard and not miss a word. The con- 
versation was all in Chippewa, most of the party not understanding any 
English, and none being very expert in the use of it. Then before lying 
down there was silence for awhile, and the dark figures stood up in the 
flickering light of the low-burning camp-fire, and the grand old forest 
around rang with the praises of Gop sung by these dark children of the 
woods in their own musical tongue ; then the Faith once delivered to 
the Saints, the Belief that Paul and Peter and venerable Apostles and 
Martyrs contended for, and lived and died for, was proclaimed afresh to 
the listening woods and to the wandering birds of the air of these vast 
solitudes ; then a voice, awe-struck and subdued, but piercing, we believe, 
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through the canopy of heaven to the throne of the Infinite Himself, rose 
above a kneeling group, imploring m the words that had flowed from the 
lips of many generations of Saints and Martyrs, or in those that the Horny 
Guost then gave to be spoken, pardon and grace and peace. Then there 
was the silence of the midnight camp ; the dark figures each wrapped in 
a blanket lying round the smouldering log-fire, the pure stars alone keep- 
ing sentinel watch over all. 

At the end of the third day we arrived at Red Lake, and the first 
sight that met our eyes showed us that we were at last in the land of 
pure heathenism. Nearing the Indian village, there met us a large num- 
ber of Indians, mounted on horseback, dressed in the most variegated 
colored blankets and leggings, red, green and white, and their faces 
painted in every conceivable horrible way. They had been racing horses, 
and on many of the horses were two great stalwart Indian warriors seated, 
while the hanging head and drooping ears of the poor beast told too 
plainly his distress, urged to his utmost speed with such a load upon his 
back. No Indian wearing citizens clothes to be seen, nothing but the 
scalp-locks, the paint, the feathers—barbarism pure and simple. Truly 
here was a field for Missionary labor. But we bore with us the panacea 
that cut at the root of all their vices, that could save their souls, remove 
their paint and feathers, lay the idolized scalp-lock in the dust, and even 
take off from the poor beast’s back the load that was crushing him. 

Having sent for some of the principal chiefs and braves, we told them 
something of the object of our visit, viz., to speak to them about their 
souls, and according to Indian etiquette when bringing matters of import- 
ance before them we presented them with a sack of flour and a few 
pounds of pork and some tobacco, to make a feast among themselves, 
and discuss what answer they would give us. We appointed a time and 
place of meeting, and separated. When it was known that we were 
there, many of The Little Pelican’s old associates in the Grand M edicine 
came to see him, to the place where we were camped in a deserted store- 
house—we had intended to camp out but there was no wood close by and 
it rained too hard—some of them dressed in the bright scarlet uniform, 
epaulettes and sword of a British officer, which they had been presented 
with by the English across the boundary line. They talked with The 
Little Pelican of the old time long ago, when the Red man alone roamed 
this country, and listened with wondering attention while he told them 
one by one of his conversion to a better belief than their fathers knew of, 
and urged them to accept it. He was sick, unable to sit up, but when an 
opportunity was presented to him to set before one of his old cronies 
“that glorious manner of prayer,” like the patriarch of old he revived, 
his voice grew clear and strong, his manner animated and his face glowing. 

On Sunday afternoon at the appointed time and place we assembled 
for the proposed conference. Soon the tinkling of the countless bells 
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-and trinkets they wear around their ancles and limbs announced that the 
heathen were coming. As they came streaming in through the open 
doors, dressed in their war paint, and tomahawk in hand, the feathers in 
their hair indicating the number of Sioux they had killed, and wrapping 
their bright red blankets more closely around them, our little group of 
Christians gathered more closely together in one corner of the hall, to 
feel the “elbow touch,” for it seemed to us as if we were almost receiving 
the shock of battle from Satau’s hosts. As they streamed in and con- 
fronted us, we rose up and received them singing the hymn Onward, 
Christian Soldiers, translated into Chippewa by the Rev. Enmegahbowh. 
It never sounded more appropriate than on that occasion ; it seemed to 
us like a battle hymn, when Satan’s host thus poured upon us, and it con- 
tained the pledge of victory. We felt as we sang its stirring strains that 
though few in number, we were sure to triumph. After this we knelt 
down for a few moments and implored the Divine aid, in the face of our 
opponents, who looked at us in stolid silence, disconcerted by these novel 
tactics. Then the battle began. The Little Pelican of course “ ordered 
the battle,” on our side; no one could do it but he. He made the opening 
speech, and designated the speakers, one by one, as their turn came on 
our side, and he occasionally interspersed remarks between, as there was 
occasion, He told them the story of his own conversion, and what a 
leader he had once been of their ancestral faith. There was as might be 
expected a great display of eloqnence both on their side and on ours ; 
our Christian Indian Chief, Wendji-madub, made a noble speech, and so 
did others of our party, one of whom was the Rev. Fred Smith, Indian 
Deacon, arrayed in his surplice, and many of the wild Indians there will 
remember to their dying day, and to their souls’ salvation, we hope, the 
good words they heard on that occasion. At last the Conference was 
ended and our work done, and we were ready for our homeward way. 
Before leaving, we went to one place on the shore of the great lake that 
seemed to us almost a sacred spot of earth. It was where the Congrega- 
tional Missionaries, men and women, had lived and toiled among these 
Indians for thirty years. We saw the hole in the cultivated field which 


marked where their house had stood, the little path by which for thirty 
years they had descended through summer’s sun and winter’s storm to 
the Lake for water, the field around their hands had cultivated, and we 
thought how many hopes lie buried here. Others may think the ground 
sacred where hosts contended in mortal fury, and enriched the soil with 
their blood ; more sacred to us is the spot where the patient Missionary 
lived and prayed and labored for thirty years. They never had the least 
success ; they left not the slightest impression on the Indians; but the 
fault was not theirs, it was in the system by which they worked. They 
did what they could ; and now when a quiet, cultivated cornfield covers 
the spot where they lived and loved and labored, peace be to their ashes. 

Our journey home was as pleasant as had been our going there. 


Many of the better disposed Indian young men came repeatedly to see 


nal me , 
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us, and to ask our young students to instruct them in the Christian life 
They would listen to their exhortations for an hour at a time, and many 
earnestly urged us to ask Bishop Whipple to establish a Mission among 
them. They said a great many Indians would gladly embrace the Gospel 
if there was Church or Missionary. They have been appealing to the 
Bishop year after year to send them a Missionary and he has never been 
able to do so. He had not the men and could not get them. White men 
must spend at least five years in diligent study to be able to preach even 
a little in the excessively difficult Ojibway tongue, and five years is a big 
hole in the prime of a man’s life. oman priests who could speak five or 
six modern European languages have told me they would rather learn 
them all combined than the single Ojibway. White Ciergymen then, 
even if the Bishop could get them, find the language standing like a wall 
of adamant between their minds and those of the Indians. They may 

try for years to tear it down, but still it will be an obstruction, and will 
remain so to the end of their lives. Now at last by means of the young 
Indian Clergymen the Bishop sees his way clear to give them the long- 
desired Mission. It is undoubtedly a very favorable Mission field. They 
are ripe for the Gospel. Our church would be filled with listeners, and 
the traders and all who know best agree that very many would become 
Christians. The Congregational body to whom these Indians were allot- 
ted have now withdrawn in favor of the Bishop, so “all things are now 
ready.” The young Indian Clergymen are anxious to go; the Red 
Lakers are anxious to have them ; and if Gop gives His blessing a great 
work will be done. ‘ 

The white employés of the Government at Red Lake were very much 
astonished at the difference between our party of Indians and their Red 
Lake Indians, although both are precisely the same people. Said the 
Government Doctor to me, “ We have always read in books about Indians 
“becoming Christianized and civilized, and have always supposed it 
“ ought to be so, but we have never seen it ; but now at last we have the 
“¢ ocular proof’ in seeing your White Earth Indians. Their very faces,” 
said he, “have a different expression from that of our Indians’ faces. 
“That young man,” said he of Rev. Fred Smith, “has a student’s face.” 

Our journey home, as I have said, was pleasant. It was marked by 
only one incident of importance. One evening, near camping time, walk- 
ing in advance of the party, I heard some one coming panting up behind, 
and looking round saw one of our students, Charles Wright, son of the 
Head Chief of the White Earth Indians. Asking him what was the mat- 
ter, he pointed to a large black bear swimming in a lake quite close by. 
He would have been an easy prey had the gun been there, but unfortu- 
nately the gun was away behind. The expression of that young man’s 
face can never: be forgotten, and if it could have been produced in marble, 
just as it was, would far surpass that of the Dying Gladiator or the 
Laocoon—the parted lips, the panting breast, the face of the born hunter 
devoured with anxiety because a bear was close in sight and he had no 
gun to kill him. He darted into the brush and to the shore of the Lake, 
and had a good close look at his bearish majesty, who in turn rose upon 
his hind legs and took a good look at him, but that was all. The bear 
carried his eight hundred pounds or more of bear meat, at a thundering 
rate, through the brush into the forest, and the young man slowly and 
sadly returned to camp, and we ate no bear meat that night, but instead 
inglorious pork.

HELPFUL WORDS FROM THE BISHOPS. 


Tue Foreign Committee are under great obligations to the large 
number of Bishops who have so kindly responded to a request that they 
would add afew words over their own signatures to the copies of the 
Epiphany Statement and Appeal intended for circulation in their respective 
Dioceses and Jurisdictions. The Statement and Appeal was printed in 
the January number, and has been sent to every Clergyman of the Church ; 
but we wish to do more. We wish to put all these letters before the 
- whole Church at one view. To this end we reproduce them here and in 
Home AnD ABROAD. 

We may venture to remark, perhaps, that no better evidence could 
be furnished with respect to the Church’s full comprehension of her 
MasreEr’s command to preach the Gospel to every creature, than that 
here made plain, viz., that her Divinely appointed Leaders (though 
many of them are distressed for means to carry on the work in their 
own Jurisdictions), in such earnest and encouraging words urge upon 
their people the duty of doing what in them lies to make known ¢o 
those who “sit in darkness and the shadow of death” the unbounded love 


of Gop, in that He sent His Son to die for all mankind. 


Diocese of Kentucky : 

Numerous and urgent as are the claims upon the members and friends 
of the Church in this Diocese (as indeed in every other Diocese) for Dio- 
cesan purposes, it is hoped no plea will be set up, that as Charity should 
certainly begin at home, that it should also end there ; for, wherever it 
does, it soon ceases altogether. 

Our special obligations to Africa, Texas and New Mexico, cannot be 
innocently ignored by any. And the very best way to meet and discharge 
these obligations is not by dependence upon the large contributions of

the few, who could give without feeling it, but by the small contribution 
of all. 

The very small sum of ten cents from each communicant would realize 
a larger sum than has often been contributed by Kentucky.

And this, where small sums are called for; naturally falls upon 
ladies and those young gentlemen who naturally form Brotherhoods. 

Finally, let us lay to heart and put to practice the words of the Lorp 
Jxsus, how He said, “It is more blessed to give than to receive.”

Diocese of Texas : 


We were made very glad, after the foregoing letters had been sent to 
press, by the receipt of a private letter from the Right Rev. Alexander 
Gregg, D.D., endorsing in most earnest words the Epiphany Appeal of 
the Foreign Committee, promising to further the work by urging its 
claims in person in his own Diocese, and explaining that the Secretary’s 
request for a letter for publication had been delayed until the opportu- 
nity for response had passed. 
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Ir will have been noticed by our readers that the Foreign Committee, 
in view of the large debt with which the CuuRcn’s WORK IN THIS DEPART- 
MENT is burdened, have ventured to do no more than to muke uppropria- 
tions for the first quarter of 1877, delaying further action until the re- 
sponses to their Appeal, and to the Secretary's circular of November 10th, 
last, shall enable them to estinvate future receipts. 

This necessary action must have caused the most anxious solicitude 
to the men and women, fellow-members with us in the Church of CurisT, 
who have left home and friends for the Masrrr’s sake to carry the Gospel 
to the ends of the earth. Nothing will relieve their grievous embarrass- 
ment, and ours, but a hearty response from the whole Church to the State - 
ment and Appeal put forth by those to whom the general management of 
the work has been committed. Let it not be forgotten, as in our services 
we follow the footsteps of the Saviour of the world, that His parting 
command had reference primarily to making Him known to those who 
knew Him not. 

We trust that speedily the Church will not only lift the burden of 
debt from the several Departments of the Board, but furnish the neces- 
! sary means for aggressive work, so that under her great Caprarn she 
may go forth conquering and to conquer. 
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Yxsrerpay afternoon (Nov. 8th), a large gathering of Missionaries and 
the friends of Missions took place at the residence of Miss Fay, Hongkew. 
Amongst those present we noticed the Very Rev. Dean Butcher, D.D., 
Rey. Dr. Nelson, Rev. W. Muirhead, Rev. J. Thomas, Rev. E. Thomson, 
S. W. Williams, LL.D., D. J. Macgowan, M.D., etc., etc. The occasion 
was doubly interesting. It was the twenty-sixth anniversary of Miss 
Fay’s entrance on the field of Missionary enterprise in China, and also 
the inauguration of the “Duane Hall,” and a Divinity School similar in 
some respects to that which has recently been opened at Ningpo under 
the direction of the Rev. J. Hoare. The institution is called after the 
late Dr. Duane, of the Board of Missions in connection with the Episco- 
pal Chureh, and is under the superintending care of Bishop Williams. 
Dr, Nelson is Vice-President and Professor of Systematic Theology and 
Greek, Rev. E H. Thomson, Professor of Pastoral Theology, Rev. Wong 
Kwong-chai, Assistant Rector, etc. An important feature in the institu- 
tion is the fact that many of the more proficient Chinese students hold 
scholarships founded by friends in the States. Dean Butcher opened the 
proceedings with prayer, read a letter from Canon McClatchie regretting 
that the state of his health prevented his being present, and wishing 
Godspeed to the institution, and then delivered the following address : 


My Frienps: I have been requested to open this meeting with a few 
remarks, and I feel it a high privilege to do so, I have always been fond 
of commemorations, for I am persuaded that if persons never hold com- 
memorations they will very soon give up doing anything worth commem- 
orating. Well! to-day is an epoch—an era—in a well-spent life. Our 
sister has been twenty-five years a laborer in the field of Missionary 
endeavor. Her thoughts have doubtless gone back frequently to the 
day when she first entered on her task. She has contrasted her feelings 
then and her feelings now. ‘They must be very different, for things wear 
a bright and glowing tint at the outset, which after awhile dies out and 


‘* Fades into the light of common day.” 


This at least is the experience of those who labor at the busy callings of 
secular life. The glow of interest cools, the strength of endurance falters, 
the disappointments and rebuffs that we have to encounter seem more 
and more formidable, and, like the old man in Ecclesiastes, we grow “afraid 
of that which is high,” and a very small obstacle seems high to us. Of 
course in the Life given to Religion it is different, but I should contra- 
dict the experience of every veteran here, if I ventured to describe the 
religious, aye the devoted life, as one of unvarying sunshine. However 
cheerfully and unselfishly we go about our work, however open we keep 
our heart with the Masrmr, all the year cannot be spent on the Mount 
where it is good to be, and where we have the unclouded vision. There 
are many hours and days when we are in the mist-shrouded valley of 
doubt, anxiety and struggle. Our sister has not been unvisited by those 
trials which are not frowns, but only the graver countenance of the 
‘Fatuer’s love. She has known many bereavements. The rooms in these 
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Mission-houses are full of memories of solemn partings, yet she has by 
Gop’s will been enabled to carry through her work. What are its lessons 
tous? First, I would say that which all Missionaries in this country need 
—is the love of books. If this commemoration has a voice for us, if we 
have any special quality to admire in the example before us, it is the lit- 
tle word—study / And no one who has not thought seriously about the 
matter can understand how difficult it is sometimes to pursue arduous lit- 
erary labors with other cares coming, as it were, across the intricate 
pages. The troubles of some fellow-worker, the little anxieties of the 
native pupils and their families interfere perpetually, and we are ever 
tempted to sacrifice accurate scholarship to discursive philanthropy. When 
so tempted, I, for my part, have often recalled the earnest worker whose 
name is in our hearts and thoughts and prayers to-day, and recognised 
the difficult union of warm sympathy for the cares of others, and exact- 
ing intellectual severity to self which have characterized the life of Mary 
Fay! Twenty-six years is a long time, but what is it in the retrospect 
of many a mere unproductive desert ? True, indeed, is the saying of the 
poet : 
‘‘ We should count time by heart throbs ; 
We live in deeds, and not in figures on a dial. 


He most lives—who feels most— 
Thinks the noblest--acts the best.’ 


The heart of the Missionary throbs with others. The teacher of Chris- 
tianity lives unselfishly and so most lives. There is no calling compar- 
able to this one in the largeness of its aims, in the entirety of its devo- 
tion—and, Gop be thanked, in the amplitude of its promise. The num- 
ber of converts gathered in may seem small—but how small were the 
beginnings of Christianity! In the sixteenth chapter of the Book of 
Acts we read of the meeting of a few women under a certain Lydia, a 
seller of purple, in the city of Thyatira, who gathered a little group of 
people by the river side, at Philippi; that was the introduction of Chris- 
tianity into Hurope! But we have got far beyond that stage in China, 
and in Duane Hall and Divinity School we see an important foundation, 
with Presidents, Professors and Scholarships. I hold in my hand the 
First University Calendar of this institution, so to speak, and read there 
a list of ten Chinese teachers and Divinity students, and thirty-five schol- 
ars, the Scholarships being founded and the funds supplied by the Church- 
men and Churchwomen in the States—the veteran Bishop Potter found- 
ing one, and such names as the “Buxton Scholarship,” the “Coleman Schol- 
arship,” and the like, reminding us of the interest taken in the Church in 
China by the Church at home. And recollect, if the Church in China is 
to be a substantive Church and living branch of the Church of Curisr, 
we must look forward to the day when we have a native Pastorate, for 
the principle laid down by Bishop Cotton, the late Bishop of Calcutta, is 
undoubtedly true—“I hope,” he said “that we English Bishops are only 
“the foreign Augustines and Theodorets, to be followed, we trust, by a 
“ goodly succession of native Stigands and Langtons.” We must hope 
for a native Clergy and for a native Episcopate—at present the Church 
is in leading strings as it were, but institutions like this one, it seems to 
me, are the most hopeful signs for free and healthy action of the Church 
in China. The plan of giving Clergy and pious lay-people at home a liy- 
ing interest in the religious work here, through the students who hold 
their Scholarships, is an admirable idea and seems almost certain to work 
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well. Let us beg a blessing on Duane Hall and hope that it will be a 
nursery of sound learning and religious education, extending its influence 
far and wide, over this ancient Empire. And for its faithful teacher who 
now hands over her school to the Mission she has served so well, may we 
hope and pray that Gop may send on her abundant blessings. | The 
religious life has its trials. But it has also its calm, unclouded ending— 
it has the light which shines more and more unto the perfect day. It 
has the promise that those who go forth weeping and bearing good seed 
shall doubtless come again with joy and bring their sheaves with them. 


After the conclusion of the Dean’s speech the next speaker was Dr. 
Macgowan, who read a translation of an address from a large number of 
Chinese congratulating “Lady Fay” on the occasion. Before giving 
his translation Dr. Macgowan explained that it was not as adulatory as 
the framers originally intended ; having seen the first copy he advised 
them to tame it down, yet as now presented it had still a rather florid, 
Oriental style. He was reminded of an incident named in Haydon’s 
correspondence and Table Talk. The great Painter, writing to Words- 
worth reminded the poet of a party which he gave to Keats, Charles 
Lamb, Keats Monktan, and other like spirits. Says Haydon: ‘Do you 
“remember Lamb voting me absent and then making a speech discanting 
“on my excellent parts and passing a vote of thanks? Do you remember 
“his then voting me present (I had not left the chair), and informed me 
‘what had been done during my retreat, hoping I should duly appreciate 
“the honor?” We shall not resort to this fiction and send Miss Fay out 
into the cold. But to spare her feelings I would parody a line that Mr. 

‘Black sang to us the other evening. It was Terrence taking leave of his 
beautiful Kathleen, and fearing that others might also be smitten by her 
charm sings to her : 


“They'll say you're a swate charmin’ cratur, 
But don’t you belave them, my dear.”’ 


If Miss Fay finds the Chinamen, whose mouth-piece I am, telling her she 
is clever, she need not believe them. The address was drawn up, and 
signed by Chinese, who had known Lady Fay for more than twenty 
years, and for that period had observed the extraordinary simplicity, 
constancy and purity of her life, and her devotion to work and study, 
comparing her to the illustrious literary women of China. The various 
translations that she had made from English into Chinese, and from 
Chinese into English were naméd, a tribute paid to her knowledge of the 
classics, and reference made to a celebrated native author, in whose works 
Lady Fay received the highest encomiums. The concluding words were 
somewhat the following : “If our countrywomen ever deserved a mark 
of distinction for virtue and filial piety, much more does this American 
teacher deserve such a mark of Imperial favor, as her life is sacrificed not 
for father, mother, husband, friend, or even for her own people, but for a 
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far off and ancient people who had no claim upon her sympathy, except 
through the religion of Jesus the Redeemer of the world.” Dr. Mac- 
gowan then read an effusion addressed to Lady Fay by a poet of high 
position in the Chinese literary world. It was suggested by what the 
poet had read of Miss Fay in the work named above, entitled “ Pencil- 
lings of Things Seen and Heard.” The verses ascribed to Lady Fay all 
the charms that adorn her sex, and all the intellectual qualities that are 
attributed to man. The notice of Miss Fay in that work is remarkable, 
as no other foreigner in modern times has been thus honored. Ricci, 
Verbiest and a few others of olden time have their names embalmed in 
Chinese literature, but Miss Fay alone enjoyed such a distinction and 
sinologues would unite in admitting the garland well adapted for the fair 
brow for which it was woven. Dr. Macgowan remarked on the appro- 
priateness of the title which Chinese literati conferred on Miss Fay. To 
Englishmen, it might seem an invasion of the royal prerogative, for the 
public of their own motion to apply such a term to honor a woman, but 
Miss Fay being an American, her countrymen might well accept that 
title for her, the more, as the term Miss is applied to girls not far from 
their teens, and applied to unmarried ladies of advanced years. The 
same title that is given to children seems incongruous ; therefore, the title 
conferred by Chinese literati on an American scholaress seems fitting and 
appropriate. Dr. Macgowan also referred to Miss Harris, a competent 
coadjutor of Lady Fay, who lately came to her assistance, naming also 
Miss Nelson, to the manor born, being a native of Hongkew, the name 
of which signifies “rainbow,” the emblem of hope. He hoped that. his 
young friend might live to receive an ovation a quarter of a century 
hence, either as a maiden or as a matron (the positions were equally 
honorable), such as Lady Fay has earned. 

During twenty-six years’ absence from America she has spent twenty- 
three summers at this port, and has seen a great number succumb to its 
debilitating influence. Do you desire to know how to live long in China ? 
Imitate the lady whom we have met to felicitate. Be cheerful and inno- 
cently gay, seek to diffuse happiness, and be profuse with your smiles. 
Thus contributing to the happiness and, consequently, health of others, 
you will do much to promote your own longevity. 

Dr. Macgowan, in closing, said that he was sure that the Nestor of 
sinologues, the late acting Ambassador of the United States to China, 
Professor-elect of Chinese in Yale College, would endorse all the laudation 
awarded to Miss Fay. Dr. Williams did endorse all that had been said 
about that lady, commending her and her work in an eloquent manner, 
and at the same time giving an account of the educational movement in 
China, beginning with Mrs. Gutzlaff and the Morrison Education Society 
and pointing to Tong King-sing, Yung-wing and others as first-fruits. 
Other addresses followed, the closing one by Rev. Dr. Nelson.

OUR GENERAL AGENT. 


Our readers are, many of them, already aware, that at the meeting of 
the Board of Missions, in October last, it was recommended that an 
Agent be employed to canvass the various parishes of the Church, with 
a view to the enlargement of our resources. That we had confined our 
expenses within the limits of the offerings for the past year was a source 
of congratulation ; but at the same time it was felt that at a period when 
applications were so numerous, from so many and such different quarters, 
the work should be extended if possible. 

It may be a cause of surprise to those ignorant of the facts, that we 
did not at once secure the services of a competent person to act in such 
capacity. It was no fault, however, of the Executive Committee that 
this was not effected. At the first meeting of the Committee after the 
session of the Board, a suitable person was nominated and appointed, 
who, after deliberation and consultation with his Bishop and Convoca- 
tion, felt that his engagement with his parish was, under all the circum- 
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stances, prior to all other considerations, and accordingly declined, The 
difficulty was, in these times of such unusual financial stringency, to find 
2 person of the requisite qualifications, who cowd serve the Commission 
for a compensation likely to be at its command. 

They were at length fortunate in securing the services of such a 
Clergyman—one well known to most of our readers, and whose oppor- 
tunities for acquiring information in regard to every phase of the work 
among the Freedmen have been superior to those afforded any other, whose 
services this Department might hope to secure. The Rev. Hugh Roy 
Scott, late of Baltimore, and once a Missionary to Africa, has been 
appointed. Mr. Scott assumed the duties of the position on the Ist 
of January, and has agreed to act as the Agent of the Commission until 
the Ist of July next ensuing. The office duties, as heretofore, will be in 
_ charge of the Office Secretary. 

We sincerely hope that our Brethren will afford Mr. Scott every 
facility in their power for the presentation of the cause to their respective 
congregations, and will give notice of their willingness either to Mr. 8., 
or to the Secretary, at as early a period as may be practicable ; while to 
those who are still willing, as heretofore, to present the subject in person 
to their congregations (as some have in the past so effectively done) if 
they will make application to this office, they shall be promptly furnished 
with such Reports and data as may in their judgment give the greatest 
efficiency to their efforts. The Commission, although commencing the 
year in October free from debt, is, up to the present, in the receipt of 
unusually small contributions, the season of the year considered ; and 
unless we hear promptly from our friends, in a MATERIAL way, our faith- 
ful Teachers and Missionaries will have great personal inconvenience 
added to the load of anxious care which, from the very nature of their 
duties, is part and parcel of their work. 

There is a point beyond which economy and retrenchment cannot go. 
The Executive Committee will do all they can, but our dear Brethren, 
we trust, will remember that we are all at the best but the almoners and 
disbursers of the Church’s bounty. “He that giveth unto the poor 
lendeth unto the Lord.” W. E. Wess, 0. 8. 


THE FREEDMAN AS A _ VOTER. 

Mucu has been said in regard to the present political dead-locix, as 
connected with the newly enfranchised Colored People. 

But in reality they are not to blame. Their condition is different 
from that of any class of persons ever brought forward before, as par- 
ticipants in an election. We have only to consider the circumstances in 
the case which lead the average Freeman to act as he does. He feels 


that he is indebted to one party for his emancipation from slavery ; ta. 
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the other, for his daily subsistence. The former party had his heart and 
his confidence for at least a generation, when lo! (short-sighted iniquity) 
the Freedman’s Bank, which held his hard-earned savings, collapsed, and 
he was cruelly robbed. No one unfamiliar with his life in the South, in 
those years immediately succeeding the war, can form an idea of the 
self-denial necessary to accumulate those sums. His confidence was 
shaken. He therefore, in his extremity, turns to the other side. He 
knows he must live in the South ; that his Old Master is still the landed 
proprietor and his employer. If he could only be assured “ in his mind,” 


_ still beclouded somewhat by former influences, that he would never again 


be remanded into slavery, he would vote solidly for him. The Freed- 
men, therefore, do as white men similarly situated would do. They 
divide their ballots, hoping to avoid each horn of the dilemma. But it 
happens that the vote is close, with much about the election involved in 
hopeless obscurity. 

Committees, responsible and irresponsible, undertake an investigation. 
The Freedmen become thoroughly alarmed—fairly frightened up to the 
very point of panic. If the one party discovers they have changed, they 
fear, on some plea or other, arrest. While if they give testimony against 
their employers, they fear loss of employment and position, and possibly 
more. ‘To the latter they are indebted for their allowance of meal, their 
modicum of meat, and their shelter or cabin. A miserable portion at 
best. Yet we are to remember it is their world and their all. Take 
away these and they must perish. Hence their testimony is unreliable. 
They know those Committees can’t remain forever, and protection in any 
event, if needed, would come too Jate. Therefore, as subterfuge saved 
them times innumerable in the days of slavery, they in their alarm are 
inclined to use it now. If we want people to be truthful, we must deal 
honestly and truly by them. There is no want of intelligence or shrewd- 
ness on the part of the black man. The dazed look he at such times 
assumes, is his bomb-proof in time of danger, and is generally artificial. 
He is bright enough when interest prompts, and it is safe to be so. 

We give it in his own telling vernacular : “ White folks of both sorts, 
North and South, cuts up mighty rough sometimes, but they are often 
very kind. What’s the use of protection, Master, after our money’s gone 
and we’re done dead and buried?” The moral of all these facts is given 
in our noble Catechism, in the answer to the question: ‘“ What is thy 
duty towards thy neighbor ?” W. E. W.

MR. ALEX. B, GALLAWAY AND LADY, TEACHERS. 


The “Elkin Sunday-School” for Colored People, organized in the 
spring of 1876, promises good results, The number of scholars at pres- 
ent is ninety-two, many of whom have to walk several miles to reach the 
chapel. Their good behavior and earnest desire to learn, are very 
encouraging to us their teachers. They have also evinced gratitude by 
bringing to us a Christmas offering, which I send to Missions for Freed- 
men.

the readers of Tue Spirir or Missions, and to the Church at large.

others less blessed. We have no Episcopal Service at this place, and the 
Church is entirely unknown to the people. Our Colored Sunday-school 
is the nearest approach to our Service. Since the distribution of the 
Prayer Books you sent us, we hope to have all the responses in due form. 
Any books which you will send to aid us in our work will be very grate- 
fully accepted. We can ask no help here, as Mr. Gallaway and I are the 
only communicants of our Church.

ANNIVERSARY OF THE WOMAN’S MISSIONARY ASSOCI- 
ATION OF THE DIOCESE OF LONG ISLAND. 


Tue FourtH ANNIVERSARY of the Woman’s Missionary Association 
of the Diocese of Long Island was held on Thursday, Nov. 9, 1876, at 
St. Peter’s Church, Brooklyn, the Service commencing at 11 a.m. The 
Holy Communion was administered by the Bishop of the Diocese, assisted 
by Bishop Vail of Kansas, Bishop Garrett of Northern Texas, the Rey. 
Dr. Schereschewsky, Bishop-elect of China, Rev. Dr. Paddock, Rector of 
St. Peter’s, and Rev. Dr. Cox, Rector of St. James’, Newtown. The 
_ Annual Report was read by the Rév. Dr. Paddock. Bishop Littlejohn 
- delivered the address, taking for his text the 2d verse of the 67th Psalm : 
“That Thy way may be known upon earth, Thy saving health among 
all nations.” After speaking of the application of these words to the Mis- 
sionary work in general, he addressed the Association as follows : 

“This is the Fourth Anniversary of the Woman’s Missionary Society 
of this Diocese. This Society has fully verified the hopes of its founders. 
It has already accomplished much, and we are assembled here to find 
such fresh and living incentives to duty as will lead us to do more than 
heretofore in the great work we have undertaken. It is the object of 
this Society not only to awaken the Missionary sympathies, but to organ- 
ize the Missionary services of the women of the Church. In their hearts 
there are wells of enthusiasm from which the Church in our day has 
drawn too sparingly. There are possibilities of influence latent in the 
Godly women of to-day, which have scarcely been touched, certainly only 
partially recognized. It was this conviction that led to the formation of 
this Society ; and the conviction has been deepened by the work already 
done. 

“ We are gathered together—Bishops, Priests and believing women— 
to bring Curtst, the great Missionary to our world, nearer to our hearts 
by partaking of the Sacrament which He instituted as the one chief me- 
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morial of His love. Weare here for prayer and mutual exhortation on a 
subject which has not swayed our affections or our lives as it ought. We 
are here to confess what we have done wrongly, or left altogether undone 
in the work of bringing the world to a knowledge of the one Lorp, the 
one Faith, the one Baptism, the one Body of Curist. We are here to 
jament over our halting faith and stinted services in the cause of Chris- 
tian Missions, and to beseech the Gop of all grace to kindle our cold 
hearts into a flame of heavenly zeal. The harvest is plenteous, but alas ! 
the laborers are few ; and we are met to intercede with the Lorp of the 
harvest to send forth more of them from the millions of believers in His 
truth. And, finally, we are here to brighten the links of our Christian 
fellowship, to feel once more the throbbings of the Church’s heart as she 
yearns for the realization of her prophetic glory by the gathering in under 
her eternal Head of all kindreds and tongues and peoples of the earth. 
We need to catch some of the glow and ardor and energy of minds that 
habitually breathe the atmosphere of Missionary thought and action. It 
is quite likely that in our home cares and home efforts we have too much 
fergotten those who stand for us in distant places—Godly men and 
women at the outposts of the Church—solitary toilers amid the darkness 
and peril of Asiatic or African heathenism, or amid the hardships and 
discouragements of our own frontiers—a lonely, isolated band ; some of 
them yearning for the faces of friends and brethren ; some worn down 
with labor ; some wasted by sickness ; and all of them poorly equipped 
and meanly supported. May words be spoken before we part this day 
which shall bring all these before us in vivid remembrance.” 

At the close of the morning Service the Clergy and visitors were in- 
vited to the parish room where an ample collation had been provided by 
the Delegates. 

At 2.30 p.m. the Association assembled in the Chapel, for the after- 
noon session, over which Bishop Littlejohn presided. After the opening 
exercises the Bishop made a few remarks, and then introduced as the first 
speaker the Bishop of Colorado. 

Bishop Spalding spoke of Sister Eliza’s work in Denver, and then 
mentioned his schools. Wolfe Hall, a school for girls, now meets its ex- 
penses. When the Bishop went to Colorado it was in debt and running 
into debt, but now things are changed. Jarvis Hall, a school for boys, will 
yet bea success, but there is cause for anxiety about it, as it still needs 
help. Bishop Spalding then said that in the Missionary work it ia best 
to work from centres, and mentioned several of those in his Jurisdiction, 
Pueblo being one, Del Norte another, Lake City another. The oppor- 
tunities are great, and the Church should.not let them slip. 

Bishop Neely, of Maine, was the next speaker. He prefaced his ac- 
count of his field by saying that he could not forget the fact that, after 
his first address before the Board of Missions in which he asked for an 
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appropriation for Maine, his remarks were seconded by the Bishop of 
Long Island. He was the first man who favored it, and he was glad to 
have the opportunity of expressing his gratitude, for the appropriation 
had proved of great benefit in carrying on the work. He spoke in the 
highest terms of his predecessor, who, without any assistance outside his 
Diocese, had left ¢neteen parishes where he found only siz. Of these, 
seven are self-supporting. The Church is but little known in Maine ; 
many towns from fifty to a hundred years old have no church. In the 
northern part of Maine, which is larger than some other entire Dioceses, 
not a church is to be found. The Bishop went on to say that as it is well 
known that many of the people emigrate from Maine to the western part 
of our country, he thought it best to purify the stream at its source, and 
do the Missionary work where the men come from. He thanked the 
ladies for what they had done, and hoped that the contributions to the 
Domestic Committee would be such as might enable them to continue 
sending aid to Maine, as in his opinion the real true West was there. 

Rev. Dr. Riley, Bishop-elect for Mexico, being called upon to speak, 
told of a Churchwoman from Maine who went with her husband, a mer- 
chant, to South America, and there remained true in -her love to her 
Church, and imbued her child with that love. So it was that after a 
while, when strange things took place in the country joining our own, 
and through Gon’s providence the Bible was brought into Mexico, and 
scattered broadcast there, multitudes receiving it ; and when the govern- 
ment, having welcomed the movement and given two buildings for the 
use of the reformers, was changed and became hostile to this new move- 
ment, and the Clergy had to flee, save one only who remained, faithful 
to his work till death ; then it was, when the flock, bereft of their leader, 
sent to New York for help, that the request was made to the child, now 
a young man, who had been brought up in South America and there 
learned the Spanish language ; and feeling it his duty, he went to Mex- 
ico. He was kindly received by the President of the Republic, and a 
stone church edifice was presented for the work. Great fear was mani- 
fested by those opposed to his work, and efforts were made to crush it. 
Threats of personal violence were used against him, but he only felt that 
if his life were to be short it must be all the more an earnest one. And 
there is now a faithful band gathered together in the Mexican Church, 
and though dreadfully persecuted, yet they will not renounce their faith. 
Dr. Riley concluded by urging his hearers to remember those who go to 
the front in the struggle, with their sympathy, their prayers and their 
substance. 

After singing “ All hail the power of Jesus’ Name,” Bishop Garrett, 
of Northern Texas, was introduced, He described the different kinds of 
people he meets with in Texas, most of whom know nothing about the 
Church, care nothing for her and are therefore not inclined to contribute 
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towards her establishment among them. They are largely an agricultu- 
ral people, and have but little faith in preachers. It requires a great deal 
of knowledge, good sense and courage to deal with them. . Three of his 
Clergy have been compelled to resign, during the past year, on account 
of failing health. There are about sia wndred thousand souls in North- 
ern Texas, to be cared for, and only eight Clergymen to do it. A man in 
Texas is not very likely to be respected on account. of the habit he wears, 
but the question is, “ What does he know? what can he teachus?” If he’ 
cannot teach what they do not know they have no use for him. Schools 
are the great need in his Jurisdiction. . 

At the close of Bishop Garrett’s remarks the meeting adjourned until 
half-past seven. 


At the evening session, after the opening exercises, Rev. Dr. Scheres- 
chewsky, Bishop-elect of China, was the first speaker. It is a mistaken 
idea that Christianity is only adapted to the Caucasian race. It can be 
proved false from what has already been accomplished in India. It was 
only at the beginning of the present century that England sent the first 
Protestant Missionary to China. The work is progressing favorably there 
at present. Over fourteen thousand converts have been baptized. More 
Missionaries are needed by us, but the Board of Missions have not the 
means to send them. The Chinese are the proudest and most conceited 
nation in the world ; they consider all others as barbarians. They deify 
learning, and as a Missionary must of necessity be literary in a degree, 
they respect him. If there were only a college, a great change for the 
better might be wrought in China. If we had as many Missionaries in 
China as we have here, there would of course be greater prosperity ; but 
even as it is, Missionary work there is a decided success. Those who con- 
tribute to the support of this work may feel assured that their money is 
not thrown away. 

Upon the conclusion of Dr. Schereschewsky’s remarks, Bishop Little- 
john introduced the Rev. Henry Forrester, the only Clergyman of our 
Church in New Mexico. 

After speaking of the notable physical features of the country, Mr. 
Forrester described the population, as composed almost entirely of Mexi- 
cans and Indians. The Roman Catholic Church has for generations 
oppressed the people and dragged them down, and those who have 
broken loose from its power have shown great moral courage in doing 
so; but the majority of them have gone to the other extreme, and 
believe nothing. The responsibility and privilege are with us, and the 
power too. The great need of the people is schools. They have seen the 
power of education and are willing therefore to make great sacrifices to 
get their children educated. There are some Christian schools and they 
are all filled with Mexican children. The speaker said that he had lately 
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established one school, and wished to establish another at Santa Fe. Two 
good women have offered to go out there as teachers, but’ he could not 
accept the offer unless their support could be guaranteed. He did not 
come to plead for himself but for those souls which are seeking for that 
help and light and guidance by which they can live and without which 
they will surely perish. 

The Rev. Mr. Atwell, Rector of St. Philip’s Church, New York, was 
the next speaker. He began by stating something from his own history. 
He was born and bred in the English Church. Coming to this country 
thirteen years ago from the West Indies, his mission was to his own 
people of the colored race. After spending a year and a half in school 
in Pennsylvania he concluded to go to the State of Kentucky. The 
Commission aided him and he started a school, and the work prospered. 
He next took charge of the Mission in Petersburg, Va., and from thence 
was called to the city of Savannah. He felt that much more could have 
been done for the Colored people of the South if the Church had done 
its duty. In behalf of the people of this suffering race he asked for 
prayers and offerings, and hoped that his hearers would not find fault 
with the Commission, but each one do his duty. 

Rey. Mr. Rogers, Secretary of the Indian Commission, was then in- 
troduced. He said the reality of the Church’s work among the Indian 
tribes of the North-west could be illustrated in various ways. He had 
seen recently two pictures of an Indian boy, the first taken when he had 
just entered one of our schools, and had for the first time been attired in 
white boy’s clothes—he appeared to feel lost, and seemed not to know 
where in the world he belonged ; the second, taken a few months later, 
showed him with head erect and an entirely different expression on his 
face. He had found where he belonged, he had learned that he was 
descended from Adam and redeemed by the Blood of Curist. This is 
an epitome of what our beloved Church is doing for the Indians on the 
the frontier. We must by this time be aware that one of the most 
important elements of work among the Indians is the care of the children. 
In reference to this Mr. Rogers then read extracts from a letter from 
Bishop Hare, to show the effect of education upon the children in his 
Jurisdiction, and concluded by saying that the work of the Bishop of 
Niobrara and his Missionaries speaks for itself. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Rogers’ remarks, Bishop Littlejohn, in behalf 

of the ladies of the Association, presented him with a check for one 
hundred ($100) dollars, to aid in founding the “Mary E. Hinman” 
Scholarship. 

The Rev. Dr. Snively, Rector of Grace Church, Brooklyn, was the 
next speaker. He said it was not easy to pass from the consideration of 
the savage tribes to the realities of home. Our Saviour commanded the 
Apostles to preach first at Jerusalem, then in Judea and afterwards in 
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Samaria and other parts of the world. He, himself, would consider 
Brooklyn our Jerusalem, King’s and Queen’s Counties, Juda, and Suffolk 
County, Samaria. He was glad to learn that $5,000 had oeen given for 
Diocesan Missions, for they are just as important as any other, and we 
should remember that while the world is the field, Long Island is our 
particular part of it. 

The Rev. Dr. Twing, Secretary of the Domestic Committee, on being 
introduced, said: Each of the Missionaries in the field feels that the 
burden he has to carry is a heavy one, but how then must the man 
feel who has to provide for them all? And he is that man. Salaries 
must be paid, and paid promptly. The Domestic Committee are about 
$40,000 in debt. First of all it is the duty of the people to see that 
the Domestic Committee have sufficient money put in their hands to meet 
the wants of the Missionaries. He knew not how the debt troubled 
others but he knew how it troubled him. 

Bishop Vail, of Kansas, was invited to make the closing address. He 
said the thought had come to him while listening to the addresses, What 
an age this is in which we live, and how rich it is with opportunities. 
Was there ever such a time before? The Apostles went out to carry the 
Word to unwilling listeners, we have better opportunities than they. 
Each field is inviting. What can the Mission churches do without the 
aid of the Church here? Can the Church here be satisfied without doing 
all in her power to help the feeble ones? Shall we not show our love to 
the Church by consecrating ourselves and all that we have to Curist’s 
service ? We cannot do too much. 

Upon the close of Bishop Vail’s remarks the Bishop of Long Island 
pronounced the Benediction, and the audience dispersed, feeling that the 
day had been both pleasant and profitable ; refreshing and strengthening 
both mind and soul.
